Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments regarding claims 1 and 16 recite 
limitations, which were added in the amendment presented after final rejection which has not been entered, which are therefore not in the 
currently pending claims. Therefore, with respect to the independent claims 1 and 16, the examiner does not find the arguments 
persuasive. 

As these limitations were similar to the limitations of claim 2, the arguments will be addressed with regards to claim 2. The applicants 
argue that in the combination of Laughlin, Manchester, and Ragavan, continuous synchronization could not have been maintained 
without n resett[ing]" the scramblers and descramblers. However, in support of this argument, the applicants show that the scramblers 
and descramblers were "re-initialized". The examiner points out that there is no limitation in the claims that prohibits "re-initialization", 
but rather claim 2 prohibits "reset". Clearly these are two different limitations, and as such the examiner does not find the argument 



Furthermore, Ragavan teaches that synchronization is maintained through loading the starting value into the descrambler, as can be 
seen in Ragavan Background of the Invention, Col. 2 Lines 31-52, and Col. 4 Paragraph 2. 

As such, the examiner does not find the arguments persuasive and has maintained the Final Rejection mailed 3/14/2006..
